THIS REPORT REPRESENTS THE PRELIMINARY INTERPRETATION 
OF MISSION 3230? FLOWN 10 OCTOBER 1963. 

THIS REPORT DEALS PRIMARILY WITH THE HIGHEST PRIORITY 
INTELLIGENCE ITEMS APPEARING IN THE COMOR TARGET LIST. 
HOWEVER, IT ALSO INCLUDES OTHER SIGNIFICANT TARGETS 
OBSERVED DURING THE SCAN OF PHOTOGRAPHY. TARGETS ARE 
ARRANGED BY SUBJECT AND* WITHIN EACH SUBJECT, BY 
COMOR TARGET NUMBER, WHICH APPEARS AT THE END OF THE 
HEADER LINE. SIGNIFICANT TARGETS NOT IN THE COMOR 
TARGET LIST ARE INCLUDED UNDER THE APPROPRIATE SUBJECT 
FOLLOWING THE COMOR LISTED TARGETS.
